1. Attachec for your inforiration only (at this point) is a 
copy of a bill, K.P. 2180, the " Iniiriigra ticn Peforn: Act of 
1985". This bill was introduced by Representative Roybal. It 
is a corr.prehensive iiririigration reforit along the lines of 
previous Siitpson-Mazzol i bills and contains an interesting mix 
of "reforms", including the implementation of administrative 
naturalization and elimination of the six months state 
residency requiremren^. 

2. At this point, there is little likelihood of House 
action on this bill. The House Judiciary Committee has not 
expressed an interest in proceeding with immigration 
legislation and Representative Mazzoli has not co-sponsored the 
Simpson bill, S. 1200, this year. 
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
